CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 


— The Apollo 7 astronauts, say. 
ing they're "having a ball", got 
the go-ahead today for two or- 
bits less than an hour after they 
hurtled into space in the world's 
largest spacecraft on an 11-day 
flight. 


Navy Capt. Walter M.Schirra 


Jr., Air Force Maj. DonnF.Ei- 
sele and civilian astronaut Wal- 
ter Cunningham reported all 
was well aboard their 69,000- 
pound spacecraft. 


"We're having a ball," said 


Schirra, veteran astronaut on 
his third flight into space. "The 
windows appear to be almost 
crystal clear." 


Mission 
Control 
gave the 


spacecraft the "go" signfortwo 
orbits as it flashed along at five 
miles a second more than 140 
miles above Carnarvon, Austra- 
lia. 
If the flight goes well, 


Apollo 7 will remain aloft 11 
days and travel 4Vz million 
miles through space while com- 
pleting 163 orbits. 


Thousands of people lined At- 


lantic beaches as the Saturn IB 
rocket, slugged the spacecraft 
into orbit, riding a tail of fire 
the length of a football field. 


The eight first stage engines, 


generating 1.6 million pounds of 
thrust— more power than 100 jet 
fighter planes—ignited at 11.03 
a.m. EDT, roared into the crys- 
tal blue sky and curved down, 
range. 


Schirra said shortly after 


ignition that the ride "was a 
little bumpy", but six minutes 
later he said it was "riding like 
a dream."

The crew then flies informa- 


tion with the spent booster for a 
time before moving 83 miles out 
in front to get intopositionfor a 
rendezvous late Saturday. 


While attached to the S4B, the 


spacecraft is 113 feet, 3 inches 
long and weights 69,034pounds. 


At separation from the S4B, 


the 16,000-pound Apollo Com- 
mand and Service Module will 
still be larger by two tons than 
any flown by the Russians and 
12 tons larger than the two-man 
Gemini spacecraft.

147 North Vietnamese soldiers 
Monday and Tuesday.

Last week, the presiding judge

CALL FOR LAW 


AND ORDER ARE HEARD 


Issues in this election yeai, rated high by every candidate and profoundly disturbing to all 


citizens, are crime in the stieets, violence and rioting, ghetto looting and shooting. A strident 
demand for law and order is heard. Solving ol domestic problems, charting of a progressive 
course for the future, realignment o; our foreign policy, all these and allied questions are of- 
ten relegated to a minor role. Hope of reaching solutions through the ballot box in a civilized 
manner seems to fade. 


A shrewd man remarked latolj that "the politics of law and order" is so dominant that 


one would think the American people were preparing to elect a Matt Dillon or a Wyatt Earp 
to the White House. A strong man is called for; a Mayor Daley, a Southern racist sherilt, per- 
haps a milder Hitler, anyone who would bludgeon unruly forces into submission and make the 
land safe for law-abiding people. Those of us who manage to stay within the limits of respect- 
able legality are law-"biding, of course. 


In each and everyone is a latent desire to contain the ghettoes, to suppress black militants, 


hippies, yippies, youths wearing beaids and sporting bizarre dress. Away with these profane, 
dirty, lazy perverts! Let's jail or exterminate organizers, agitators, protestors, Communists. 
Then we can resume a comfortable normalcy under our "Christian civilization." 


Calls for stern measures, for tough and rough law enforcement, find echoes in the hearts 


of housewives who cannot take an evening stroll down neighborhood streets; also in the hearts 
of fearless men who must be on guard coming home at night lest they be waylaid, between 
garage and front door, b> gangs of cowardly young thugs operating under cover of darkness. 


It is both easy and self-consoling to indict the underprivileged, the uneducated, the shift- 


less, the drop-out slum dwellers who acquired no skills for a technological society, as if crime 
were confined exclusively to these levels. Perhaps we do not like to be reminded that disorders 
break out at college and university levels, where our affluent society is represented by num- 
bers increasing notably each year. 


Students, transformed into unruly mobs, riot on campus. They occupy administration 


buildings, damage property, overturn vehicles, battle law enforcement officers. Their right to 
free speech, to express views on any subject, must be defended by all means. Certainly the 
university ought to remain the one place where everything we take for granted is subject to 
constant examination. What about profanity, vulgarity, property damage' Mayor Alioto of San 
Francisco said recently: 


"In pursuing free expression those students have an absolute right to be discourteous and 


obnoxious. We wish they wouldn't be; we exhort them not to be. We'll tell them that an idea that 
has to be expressed through being discourteous or being obnoxious is perhaps an idea that 
isn't worth too much or at least it indicates a lack of confidence in its advocacy." 


A reasoned and civilized approach is expected from academic halls. Does freedom of speech 


mean freedom to be obscene in speech"? Must the taxpayer, while defending freedom in costly 
institutions of learning, submit to insulting remarks from those he is helping to educate?No 
one has a right to interfere with the rights of others. No one has a right to occupy and wreck 
either private or public buildings. And a law enforcement official vho permits it is not fit for 
office. 


Meanwhile, our calls should be not for "law and order" but for order based on justice and 


charity. The supreme worth of the human being is not always represented by law, for it is 
possible that the law we enforce can breed oppression, discrimination, violence. St. Paul 
wrote that "the written code kills, but the spirit gives life." A revolution now sweeping the 
country, and indeed the whole world, may reflect an anguished plea that "law and order," in 
content and application, be based upon a recognition of humaa equality and dignity.

NEW YORK CAP) - To inval­ 
idate a marriage in the Roman 
Catholic Church ami get p er­ 
mission to rem arry is a long, 
complicated process, requiring 
specified technical conditions, 
detailed proofs and drawn-out 
Church court procedures. 
Big backlogs of cases have 
piled up in many dioceses. So in? 
dioceses simply decline to han­ 
dle them. Sometimes, getting a 
firm decision takes years. And 
then it often is “ no.” 
Long an arena of keen person­ 
al distress, the Church's m atri­ 
monial court system lately has 
come under increasing fire. 
It is “ constitutionally incapa­ 
ble of meeting the obligations of 
the Church and the needs of our 
people involved in broken m ar­ 
riages," the Rev. 
John 
T. 
Finnegan, of Pope John XXIII 
Seminary, Weston, M ass., told 
a recent meeting of the Canon 
Law Society of Am erica. 
The criticism , from various 
Church quarters, has opened up 
the whole issue of Catholic laws 
against divorce and rem arriage 
as a new controversy in the 
Church. 
Last week, the presiding judge 
of the New York archdiocesan 
m arriage court, Msgr. Stephen 
J. Kelleher, was transferred 
to a suburban parish after he 
proposed that the m arital courts 
be abolished, and that Catho­ 
lics Involved in “ intolerable 
m arriages" be allowed to de­ 
cide for themselves whether 
they are morally free to re ­ 
m arry.

CALL FOR LAW 
A N D ORDER ARE HEARD 


Issues in this election year, rated high by every candidate and profoundly disturbing to all 
citizens, are crim e in the streets, violence and rioting, ghetto looting and shooting. A strident 
demand for law and order is heard. Solving of domestic problems, charting of a progressive 
course for the future, realignment of our foreign policy, all these and allied questions are of­ 
ten relegated to a minor role. Hope of reaching solutions through the ballot box in a civilized 
manner seems to fade. 
A shrewd man remarked lately that “ the politics of law and order" is so dominant that 
one would think the American people were preparing to elect a Matt Dillon or a Wyatt Earp 
to the White House. A strong man is called for; a Mayor Daley, a Southern racist sheriff, per­ 
haps a milder H itler, anyone who would bludgeon unruly forces into submission and make the 
land safe for law-abiding people. Those of us who manage to stay within the limits of respect­ 
able legality are law-abiding, of course. 
In each and everyone is a latent desire to contain the ghettoes, to suppress black militants, 
hippies, yippies, youths wearing beards and sporting bizarre dress. Away with these profane, 
dirty, lazy perverts! Let’s jail or exterminate organizers, agitators, protestors, Communists. 
Then we can resume a comfortable normalcy under our “ Christian civilization." 
Calls for stern m easures, for tough and rough law enforcement, find echoes in the hearts 
of housewives who cannot take an evening stroll down neighborhood streets; also in the hearts 
of fearless men who must be on guard coming home at night lest they be waylaid, between 
garage and front door, by gangs of cowardly young thugs operating under cover of darkness. 
It is both easy and self-consoling to indict the underprivileged, the uneducated, the shift­ 
less, the drop-out slum dwellers who acquired no skills for a technological society, as if crime 
were confined exclusively to these levels. Perhaps we do not like to be reminded that disorders 
break out at college and university levels, where our affluent society is represented by num­ 
bers increasing notably each year. 
Students, transformed into unruly mobs, riot on campus. They occupy administration 
buildings, damage property, overturn vehicles, battle law enforcement officers. Their right to 
free speech, to express views on any subject, must be defended by all means. Certainly the 
university ought to remain the one place where everything we take for granted is subject to 
constant examination. What about profanity, vulgarity, property damage? Mayor Alioto of San 
Francisco said recently: 
“ In pursuing free expression those students have an absolute right to be discourteous and 
obnoxious. We wish they wouldn’t be; we exhort them not to be. We’ll tell them that an idea that 
has to be expressed through being discourteous or being obnoxious is perhaps an idea that 
isn’t worth too much or at least it indicates a lack of confidence in its advocacy." 
A reasoned and civilized approach is expected from academic halls. Does freedom of speech 
mean freedom to be obscene in speech? Must the taxpayer, while defending freedom in costly 
institutions of learning, submit to insulting rem arks from those he is helping to educate?No 
one has a right to interfere with the rights of others. No one has a right to occupy and wreck 
either private or public buildings. And a law enforcement official who perm its it is not fit for 
office. 
Meanwhile, our calls should be not for “ law and order" but for order based on justice and 
charity. The supreme worth of the human being is not always represented by law, for it is 
possible that the law we enforce can breed oppression, discrimination, violence. St. Paul 
wrote that “ the written code kills, but the spirit gives life." A revolution now sweeping the 
country, and indeed the whole world, may reflect an anguished plea that “ law and order," in 
content and application, be based upon a recognition of human equality and dignity.

Does freedom of speech 
mean freedom to be obscene in speech? Must the taxpayer, while defending freedom in costly 
Institutions of learning, submit to insulting remarks from those he is helping to educate?No 
one has a right to Interfere with the rights of others. No one has a right to occupy and wreck 
either private or public buildings. And a law enforcement official vho permits it is not fit for 
office. 
Meanwhile, our calls should be not for "law and order" but for order based on Justice and 
charity. The supreme worth of the human being is not always represented by law, for It Is 
possible that the law we enforce can breed oppression, discrimination, violence. St. Paul 
wrote that "the written code kills, but the spirit gives life." A revolution now sweeping the 
country, and indeed the whdé world, may reflect an anguished plea that "law and order," in 
content and application, be based upon a recognition oí human equality and dignity.

origin in the great Chicago fire 
at 1871, Red Bluff Fire Chief 
Tom Gauthier recounts. And, 
he said, its the only major 
conflagration marked by an in- 
ternational observance. 


It started in 1911 as Fire 


Prevention Day, originated by 
the Fire Marshals Association 
of North America. On recom- 
mendation of a National Fire 
Protection Association Com. 
mittee, it was extended in 1922 
to a week, observed both by 


the United States and Canada. 


Need for fire prevention is 


pointed up by these figures: 
every day fires in the United 
States claim an average of 33 
lives, 1,527 homes, 20 schools, 
nine churches, 13 hospitals and 
nursing homes, 130 stores and 
123 industrial plants. 


To fight fires,

day per person for its fire

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Columbia University Riot Report; 
Officials, Faculty Share Blame 


The Cox Commission report on last spring's campus uprising at 


Columbia University is welcome because it places the traumatic 
events of the traumatic events of that period In clearer perspect- 
ive. 
Some of the conclusions reached by this group of which 


former Solicitor General Archibald Cox was chairman may 
help to prevent similar situations on other campuses throughout 
the country. 


Neither Columbia's administration nor the rebellious students 


who seized buildings and disrupted campus life comes off un- 
scathed. The administration gets its lumps for having been auth- 
oritarian and guilty of attitudes that invited student mistrust, 
and for having neglected student problems. The student rebels, 
in their turn, are roundly condemned for indulging in "disrup- 
tive tactics" that endangered the very existence of the university. 


The nature of these tactics prompted a warning from the 


committee that "the survival —literally the survival — of the free 
university depends upon the entire community's rejection of dis- 
ruptive demonstrations." This is not at all tantamount to argu- 
ing that student grievances need not be heard, or that students 
have no right to seek redress of their grievances. What the com- 
mittee says, and we agree, is that violent disturbances make a 
rational exchange of views impossible and therefore must not 
be tolerated. 


The Cox Commission also makes it clear, however, that the 


administration of a university must do certain things to avoid 
frustrated student uprisings. The report notes that the adminis- 
tration and faculty at Columbia often functioned as "rival bodies," 
that "the scale of priorities . . . all too regularly put the stu- 
dents' problems at the bottom," and that the administration fre- 
quently resorted to "evasive improvisation" in dealing with stu- 
dents. 


The commission gives little weight to the conspiracy theory 


of the campus uprisings; at least it rejects the notion that the 
disturbances were mainly due "to a conspiracy of student revolu- 
tionaries." The report says that although a small group of mili- 
tants started the protest, "probably a majority" of the student 
body supported the agitators and there also was widespread facu- 
lty support. 


The Cox Commission has produced no magic formula for avert- 


ing similar disturbances on other campuses. It has, however, 
shed important light on the student conditions and attitudes — 
and on administration attitudes and actions (or lack of action) 
— that may lead to such trouble. Students, faculty and administra- 
tors share the blame, it says, and must work together to correct 
problems.

know you have touched on a 
subject that is exceedingly 
close to me. I constantly em- 
phasize that the nightmarish 
experience of your tonsillec- 
tomy can be avoided if moth- 
ers give their children emo- 
tional 
strength 
by 
telling 


them the truth, and the whole 
truth, about everything that 
will happen to them in the 
hospital. There is no room :n 
a child's sensitive psyche for 
a he. 


In a book "A Visit to the 


Hospital," written by Fran- 
cine Chase and published by 
Grosset and Dunlap, there is 
complete preparation of the 
child so that he will never feel 
the sense of abandonment that 
you were subjected to. The 
child who now goes to the 
hospital should know all about 
the operation, that it will hurt 
moderately, that there is a 
real and important reason for 
the surgery, and that the de- 
cision was made with love and 
devotion. 
Mothers now insist on stay- 


ing- overnight in the hospital 
with their children so that the 
child will not feel deprived of 
the 
rightful 
security that 


comes with the presence of a 
parent. 
H o s p i t a l administrators 


once took the attitude that 
children are "better off with- 
out their parents. They have 


since learned that this is ut- 
ter psychological 
ignorance. 


They now know that when the 
mother stays overnight with 
a child, the need for nursing 
care is reduced by almost 
90£/r. In this day of shortage 
of hospital personnel, this is 
another important considera- 
tion and hospitals are now ar- 
ranging for mothers to stay 
overnight next to their chil- 
dren. Many mothers are per- 
fectly willing to sit in a chair 
next to the crib or bed just to 
give children the added secur- 
ity they deserve. 


The way to eradicate the 


terrible hospital memory you 
carry is to discuss every phase 
of the operation, the length 
of stay in the hospital, the 
type of anesthesia and the 
discomfort you may feel af- 
ter it with your doctor, .sur- 
geon a n d 
anesthesiologist 


They will tell you that the 
new anesthetics are no longer 
followed by nausea and vomit- 
ing and that the post-opera- 
tive recovery period is short- 
ened. In an uncomplicated op- 
eration on the 
ovary you 


probably will be up about, and 
valkmg within 24 horn*. 


The fear of anesthesia us 


one of the most distressing 
aspects of a hospital experi- 
ence There no longer IK the 
sense of suffocation that one 
recalls during- a childhood sur- 
gical experience. 


Every patient entering the 


hospital must be completely 
aware of what to expect if the 
surgery is to be followed by 
post-operative tranquihty. To- 
day's understanding- surgeons 
and 
anesthesiologists 
know 


that the psychological prepa- 
ration of "children" of all age.s 
plays a valuable role in the 
total recovery from surgery

The iacts regarding Nixon's 
stand on the trucking bill could 
be very important and the pub- 
lic is entitled to know about 
them. 
Four four years Vice Presi- 
dent Humphrey has constantly 
been in the public eye and the 
newspapers 
have 
watched 


everything he has done. Like- 
wise with George Wallace. For 
the past six years he was either 
governor of Alabama and sub- 
ject to daily press scrutiny or 
was 
assistant governor and 


equally in the limelight. 
Nixon, however, has been par- 
tially out of the public lime- 
light; at least not been subject 
to intense newspaper scrutiny 
since he ran for governor of 
California in 1962, at which 
time he became very violent 
toward the press. 
Regardless of his violence, 
the press has an obligation to 
focus attention on Nixon's le- 
gal and other activities, in- 
cluding his law practice. 
His law firm represents two 
railroads, the Delaware and 
Hudson, and the Missouri-Kan- 
sas. The official records of the 
Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion show that during three 
years, 1965-67, the Nixon law 
firm received $499,794 from the 
Delaware and Hudson and $338,- 
586 
from 
Missouri-Kansas 


railroad. Even on Wall Street 
these fees are not considered 
chicken feed. 


DUCKING OTHER ISSUES 
During the current campaign 
Nixon has refused to take a 
stand on such important issues 
as the war in Vietnam and the 
qualifications of Abe Fortas to 
he Chief Justice. Nevertheless 
on Sept. 16 he issued a state- 
ment from his traveling head- 
quarters in California opposing 
this 
relatively 
unimportant 


trucking bill which had been 
vigorously opposed by the rail- 
roads. 
"This proposal," Nixon said, 
"raises serious issues, includ- 
ing the safety and convenience 
of the motoring public. Ques- 
tions remain about the extent 
to which greater truck size and 
weight would impose additional 
wear and tear on a road net- 
work. 
"I believe these matters are 
so important to so many of our 
people that I favor postpone- 
ment of action on the bill now 
before the House. 


"As President I would want 
this entire matter most careful- 
ly reconsidered. I would direct 
the Secretary of Transporta- 
tion to take a hard new look to 
make certain that the interest 
of the traveling public and also 
the life of our highways are ful- 
ly protected as we facilitate the 
vital movement of goods in the 
nation's commerce." 
It is considered significant that 
several members of Nixon's

law firm are very closely as- 
sociated with his campaign. Two 
of his partners, Leonard Gar- 
ment and John N. Mitchell, 
are with him constantly. How 
much they had to do with his 
unusual statement could not be 
ascertained. 
However, the public has a right 
to know to what extent Nixon's 
law firm is going to dictate 
policy when and if he becomes 
President, as it appears to be 
doing while he is a candidate. 
Note; After Sen. John Bricker 
of Ohio ran for Vice President 
on the Republican ticket in 1944, 
this column revealed that his 
law firm was receiving a re- 
tainer of $30,000 from the Penn- 
sylvania 
Railroad 
and that 


Bricker was defeated by Sen. 
Steve Young, Democrat, partly 
because of this conflict of in- 
terest. 


THE DAY JFK WAS SHOT 


Author Jim Bishop, who is ga- 
thering research for a book to 
be called "The Day President 
Kennedy Was Shot," stopped by 
the Bethesda Naval Hospital the 
other day for a look at the au- 
topsy room. 
The visit unsettled junior of- 
ficers who scurried around with 
his request. Bishop, who also 
wrote "The Day Lincoln Was 
Shot" and "The Day Christ 
Died," merely wanted to glance 
around the room so he could 
write a firsthand description. 


The Naval aides, after tak- 
ing up his request with Rear 
Adm. R. O. Canada, the hospi- 
tal commander, came back with 
a turn-down. 
Bishop explained patiently that 
he sought no confidential in- 
formation, that he would ask no 
questions, that he merely want- 
ed to look at the room where 
the late President's body was 
brought, 
"I only want to see the auto- 


psy room. I don't want it done 
to me in there," he said. 


"Our commanding officer says 
you can't see it," replied a lie- 
utenant firmly. 
"Is it under security?" asked 


Bishop. "Why is the Navy keep- 
ing the room secret 7" 
The answer was still negative. 
"Is it all right," asked the 


author "if I look at the lobby 
on the way out?" 
Note: Bishop found it easier to 
get in to see President Johnson, 
who for the first time discussed 
his recollections of the Kennedy 
assassination.

WILL MRS. 
GONZALEZ MAKE IT? 
Here is a tale of one of those 
Incidental acts of bureaucratic 
thoughtlessness which are the 
hallmark of big government, a- 
galnst which we are all ap- 
parently powerless. Listen: 
Mrs. Gonzalez, (we shall call 
her) old and tired, and her 
daughter, live in Cuba. The son, 
Ramon, got off to the United 
States before the gates were 
closed, and took a job on an 
assembly line, where he earns 
$2.25 per hour. He greatly de- 
sires to bring his mother and 
unmarried daughter here, to 
relieve them of the misery of 
life under Castro. 
But Castro, although he has 


publicly proclaimed that any 
Cuban who wants to leave the 
country may certainly do so and 
good riddance, has thought up a 
singularly sadistic form of tor- 
ture, the effect of which is to 
discourage refugees from his 
totalitarianism. There are reg- 
ular flights to Spain — let them 
buy a ticket on one of those 
nights and go to Spain, he says. 
Now, 
inasmuch as the objective 


is to reach the United States, 
which is a 15-minute flight 
from Havana, the prospect of 
having to fly to Madrid, and 
then back to the United States, 
eliminates most people. But 
there are those who have rel- 
atives in the United States and 
they can, by enormous sac- 
rifice, accumulate the approx- 
imately $500 necessary for the 
passage. 
At this point, there is the 
problem of how to send down that 
$500, because the United States 
does not permit any flow of 
funds into Cuba. You have to 
know 
somebody who knows 


somebody in Canada, and tran- 
ship the money through there. 
So Ramon Gonzales found a 
friend who would advance him 
the money and get it to Cuba 
where the Gonzalez's finally 
picked it up, arriving in Ma- 
drid late in March. And that 
is where the U. S. Government 
comes in: the Gonzalez's need 
visas. 
After 
approximately 
three 


months, a visa is granted to 
Miss Gonzalez, but her mother 
is denied one on the grounds of 
health. Now all she has to do, 
says the American Embassy, is 
apply for a waiver of that health 
disqualification, 
which, 
of 


course, must be processed by 
the Paris office (where else ?). 
All of these burdens are passed 
along by tortured airmail to 
Ramon, who ultimately learns 
that the medical reason for 
keeping Mrs. Gonzalez out of the 
United States is — "senility." 
And, 
of course, there is no cure 


for senility; on the other hand, 
senility Is not contagious, and 
one would think that some great 
big thoughtful official in Europe 
could figure this out all by him- 
self, and grant the waiver. 
The application for waiver is 
dutifully submitted and a month 
goes by. Nothing. FLASH! In- 
fluence. A friend calls a friend 
who knows Robert Wagner, our 
ambassador to Madrid, would 
he, etc. etc. Of course, etc. etc. 
Weeks go by, then somebody 
from the State Department in 
Washington phones in to say 
don't worry about Mrs. Gon- 
zalez, the eyes of Washington 
are upon her. That was a month 
ago. 
Meanwhile, Miss Gonzalez who 
had her visa way back there, is 
told by the Embassy that unless 
she uses it, it will lapse, be- 
cause visas are good for only 
three months. Frightened, but in 
any case certain that it will only 
be a matter of days before her 
mother can join her, she flies 
off to the States leaving her 
mother in the care of a friend. 
Yesterday, the Spanish govern- 
ment informs Mrs, Gonzalez 
that next Friday, her permit to 
stay in Spain expires and she 
must leave the country. 
So that, in this illuminated age, 
we see an old woman, senile, 
about to be ejected from a coun- 
try a half world away from 
where she was born, but for- 
bidden, because some clerk 
somewhere hasn't stamped the 
right form, to go to the only 
place in the world where she is 
wanted, and would be looked af- 
ter, during the few months or 
years she has left to live. 
One wonders, really, whether 
senility may not in fact prove 
to be so contagious as to have 
atrophied the moral reflexes 
of the officials in Washington, 
Paris, and New York who by 
their Kafkaesque impersonality 
have conspired to torture this 
pathetic, bewildered old wom- 
an. Two bits they all vote in- 
dustriously for whatever candi- 
date promises to do most for 
' the benefit of Mankind.

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Columbia University Riot Report; 
Officials, Faculty Share Blame 


The Cox Commission report cm last spring’s campus uprising at 
Columbia University Is welcome because it places the traumatic 
events of the traum atic events of that period in clearer perspect­ 
ive. Some of the conclusions reached by this group of which 
form er Solicitor General Archibald Cox was chairman may 
help to prevent sim ilar situations on other campuses throughout 
the country. 


Neither Columbia’s administration nor the rebellious students 
who seized buildings and disrupted campus life comes off un­ 
scathed. The adm inistration gets its lumps for having been auth­ 
oritarian and guilty of attitudes that invited student m istrust, 
and for having neglected student problems. The student rebels, 
in their turn, are roundly condemned for indulging in “ disrup­ 
tive tactics” that endangered the very existence of the university. 


The nature of these tactics prompted a warning from the 
committee that “ the survival —literally the survival — of the free 
university depends upon the entire community’s rejection of dis­ 
ruptive dem onstrations.“ This is not at all tantamount to argu­ 
ing that student grievances need not be heard, or that students 
have no right to seek redress of their grievances. What the com­ 
m ittee says, and we agree, is that violent disturbances make a 
rational exchange of views impossible and therefore must not 
be tolerated. 


The Cox Commission also makes it clear, however, that the 
administration of a university must do certain things to avoid 
frustrated student uprisings. The report notes that the adminis­ 
tration and faculty at Columbia often functioned as “ rival bodies,” 
that “ the scale of priorities . . . all too regularly put the stu­ 
dents’ problems at the bottom,” and that the administration fre­ 
quently resorted to “ evasive improvisation” in dealing with stu­ 
dents. 


The commission gives little weight to the conspiracy theory 
of the campus uprisings; at least it rejects the notion that the 
disturbances were mainly due “ to a conspiracy of student revolu­ 
tionaries.” The report says that although a small group of m ili­ 
tants started the protest, “ probably a majority” of the student 
body supported the agitators and there also was widespread facu­ 
lty support. 


The Cox Commission has produced no magic formula for avert­ 
ing sim ilar disturbances on other campuses. It has, however, 
shed important light cm the student conditions and attitudes — 
and on administration attitudes and actions (or lack of action) 
— that may lead to such trouble. Students, faculty and administra­ 
to rs share the blame, it says, and must work together to correct 
problem s.

N. H., M assachusetts 
D ear Mrs. H.; As you may 
know you have touched on a 
subject that 
is 
exceedingly 
close to me. I constantly em ­ 
phasize that the nightm arish 
experience of your tonsillec­ 
tom y can be avoided if m oth­ 
ers give their children emo­ 
tional 
strength 
by 
telling 
them the truth, and the whole 
truth, about everything that 
will happen to them in the 
hospital. There is no room in 
a child’s sensitive psyche for 
a lie. 
In a book “A V isit to the 
Hospital,” w ritten by Fran- 
cine Chase and published by 
Grosset and Dunlap, there is 
complete preparation of the 
Child so that he will never feel 
the sense of abandonment that 
you were subjected to. The 
child who now goes to the 
hospital should know all about 
the operation, th a t it will hurt 
m oderately, th at there is a 
real and im portant reason for 
the surgery, and th a t the de­ 
cision was made w ith love and 
devotion. 
M others now insist on stay­ 
ing overnight in the hospital 
w ith their children so that the 
child will not feel deprived of 
the 
rightful 
security 
that 
comes with the presence of a 
parent. 
H o s p i t a l adm inistrators 
,mce took the attitude that 
children are "better off” with­ 
out their parents. They have 


te r 
psychological 
ignorance. 
They now know th a t when the 
m other stays overnight with 
a child, the need for nursing 
care is reduced 
by 
almost 
90e/f. In this day of shortage 
of hospital personnel, this is 
another im portant considera­ 
tion and hospitals a re now a r­ 
ranging for m others to stay 
overnight next to their chil­ 
dren. Many m others are per­ 
fectly willing to sit in a chair 
next to the crib or bed just to 
give children the added secur­ 
ity they deserve. 
The way to eradicate the 
terrible hospital m em ory you 
carry is to discuss every phase 
of the operation, the length 
of stay in the hospital, the 
type of anesthesia and the 
discom fort you m ay feel af­ 
te r it with your doctor, sur­ 
geon 
a n d 
anesthesiologist. 
They will tell you th at the 
new anesthetics are no longer 
followed by nausea and vomit­ 
ing and th at the post-opera­ 
tive recovery period is short­ 
ened. In an uncom plicated op­ 
eration 
on 
the 
ovary 
you 
probably will be up about, and 
w alking within 24 hours. 
The fear of anesthesia is 
one of the m ost distressing 
aspects of a hospital experi­ 
ence. There no longer is the 
sense of suffocation th a t one 
recalls during a childhood sur­ 
gical experience. 
Every patient entering the 
hospital m ust be completely 
aw are of w hat to expect if the 
surgery is to be followed by 
post-operative tranquility. To­ 
day’s understanding surgeons 
and 
anesthesiologists 
know' 
th a t the psychological prepa­ 
ration of "children" of all ages 
plays a valuable role in the 
to tal recovery from surgery

WASHINGTON - Richard Nix­ 
on has made an unusual cam­ 
paign statement which has the 
earm arks 
of promoting the 
cause of important clients of 
his New York law firm, Nixon, 
Mudge, Rose, Guthrie, Alexan­ 
der and Mitchell. 
The s t a t e m e n t 
opposes a 
trucking bill now before Con­ 
gress 
which would increase 
truck weights and sizes on in­ 
terstate highways. While there 
has been considerable opposi­ 
tion to this bill, the unique a s ­ 
pect of Mr. Nixon's statement 
is that he has taken such few 
stands on other issues dur­ 
ing the current campaign. His 
law firm , however, has been 
paid $838,380 by the railroads 
and the railroads are vigorous­ 
ly opposed to increasing truck 
weights and sizes. 
The facts regarding Nixon’s 
stand on the trucking bill could 
be very important and the pub­ 
lic is entitled to know about 
them. 
Four four years Vice P re si­ 
dent Humphrey has constantly 
been in the public eye and the 
newspapers 
have 
watched 
everything he has done. Like­ 
wise with George Wallace. For 
the past six years he was either 
governor of Alabama and sub­ 
ject to daily press scrutiny or 
was 
assistant 
governor and 
equally in the limelight. 
Nixon, however, has been p ar­ 
tially out of the public lim e­ 
light; at least not been subject 
to intense newspaper scrutiny 
since he ran for governor of 
California in 1962, at which 
time he became very violent 
toward the press. 
Regardless of his violence, 
the press has an obligation to 
focus attention on Nixon’s le ­ 
gal and other activities, in­ 
cluding his law practice. 
His law firm represents two 
railroads, the Delaware and 
Hudson, and the Missouri-Kan­ 
sas. The official records of the 
Interstate Commerce Commis­ 
sion 
show that during three 
years, 1965-67, the Nixon law 
firm received $499,794 from the 
Delaware and Hudson and $338, - 
586 
from 
Missouri-Kansas 
railroad. Even on Wall Street 
these fees are not considered 
chicken feed. 


DUCKING OTHER ISSUES 
During the current campaign 
Nixon has refused to take a 
stand on such Important issues 
as the war in Vietnam and the 
qualifications of Abe Fortas to 
be Chief Justice. Nevertheless 
on Sept. 16 he issued a state­ 
ment from his traveling head­ 
quarters in California opposing 
this 
relatively 
unimportant 
trucking bill which had been 
vigorously opposed by the ra il­ 
roads. 
“ This proposal,” Nixon said, 
“ raises serious Issues, lnclud- 
Ing the safety and convenience 
of the motoring public. Ques­ 
tions remain about the extent 
to which greater truck size and 
weight would impose additional 
wear and tear cm a road net­ 
work. 
“ I believe these m atters are 
so important to so many of our 
people that I favor postpone­ 
ment of action on the bill now 
before the House. 
“ As President I would want 
this entire m atter most careful­ 
ly reconsidered. I would direct 
the Secretary of T ransporta­ 
tion to take a hard new look to 
make certain that the interest 
of the traveling public and also 
the life of our highways are ful­ 
ly protected as we facilitate the 
vital movement of goods in the 
nation’s com m erce.” 
It is considered significant that 
several members of Nixon’s

law firm are very closely as­ 
sociated with his campaign. Two 
of his partners, Leonard G ar­ 
ment and John N. Mitchell, 
are with him constantly. How 
much they had to do with his 
unusual statement could not be 
ascertained. 
Howevor, the public has a right 
to know to what extent Nixon’s 
law firm is going to dictate 
policy when and if he becomes 
President, as it appears to be 
doing while he is a candidate. 
Note; After Sen. John Bricker 
of Ohio ran for Vice President 
on the Republican ticket in 1944,

Author Jim Bishop, who is ga­ 
thering research for a book to 
be called “ The Day President 
Kennedy Was Shot,” stopped by 
the Bethesda Naval Hospital the 
other day for a look at the au­ 
topsy room. 
The visit unsettled junior of­ 
ficers who scurried around with 
his request. Bishop, who also 
wrote “ The Day Lincoln Was 
Shot” and “ The Day Christ 
Died,” m erely wanted to glance 
around the room so he could 
write a firsthand description. 
The Naval aides, after tak­ 
ing up his request with Rear 
Adm. R. O. Canada, the hospi­ 
tal commander, came back with 
a turn-down. 
Bishop explained patiently that 
he sought no confidential in­ 
formation, that he would ask no 
questions, that he merely want­ 
ed to look at the room where 
the late President’s body was 
brought. 
“ I only want to see the auto­ 
psy room. I don’t want it done 
to me in there,” he said. 
“ Our commanding officer says 
you can’t see it,” replied a lie­ 
utenant firmly. 
“ Is it under security?* asked 
Bishop. “ Why is the Navy keep­ 
ing the room se c re t? ’ 
The answer was still negative. 
“ Is it all right,” asked the 
author “ if I look at the lobby 
on the way o u t?' 
Note; Bishop found it easier to 
get in to see President Johnson, 
who for the first time discussed 
his recollections of the Kennedy 
assassination.

WILL MRS. 
GONZALEZ MAKE IT? 
Here is a tale of one of those 
incidental acts of bureaucratic 
thoughtlessness which are the 
hallmark of big government, a- 
galnst which we are all ap­ 
parently powerless. Listen; 
Mrs. Gonzalez, (we shall call 
her) old and tired, and her 
daughter, live in Cuba. The son, 
Ramon, got off to the United 
States before the gates were 
closed, and took a job on an 
assembly line, where he earns 
$2.25 per hour. He greatly de­ 
sires to bring his mother and 
unmarried daughter here, to 
relieve them of the misery of 
life under Castro. 
But Castro, although he has 
publicly proclaimed that any 
Cuban who wants to leave the 
country may certainly do so and 
good riddance, has thought up a 
singularly sadistic form of to r­ 
ture, the effect of which is to 
discourage refugees from his 
totalitarianism. There are reg­ 
ular flights to Spain — let them 
buy a ticket on one of those 
flights aod go to Spain, he says. 
Now, Inasmuch as the objective 
is to reach the United States, 
which is a 15-minute flight 
from Havana, the prospect of 
having to fly to Madrid, and 
then back to the United States, 
eliminates most people. But 
there are those who have re l­ 
atives in the United States and 
they 
can, 
by enormous sac­ 
rifice, accumulate the approx­ 
imately $500 necessary for the 
passage. 
At this point, there is the 
problem of how to send down that 
$500, because the United States 
does not perm it any flow of 
funds into Cuba. You have to 
know 
somebody 
who knows 
somebody in Canada, and tran­ 
ship the money through there. 
So Ramon Gonzales found a 
friend who would advance him 
the money and get it to Cuba 
where the Gonzalez’s finally 
picked it up, arriving in Ma­ 
drid late in March. And that 
is where the U. S. Government 
comes in; the Gonzalez’s need 
visas. 
After 
approximately 
three 
months, a visa is granted to 
Miss Gonzalez, but her mother 
is denied one on the grounds of 
health. Now all she has to do, 
says the American Embassy, is 
apply for a waiver of that health 
disqualification, 
which, 
of 


course, must be processed by 
the Paris office (where else ?). 
All of these burdens are passed 
along by tortured airm ail to 
Ramon, who ultimately learns 
that the medical reason for 
keeping M rs. Gonzalez out of the 
United States is — “ senility.” 
And, of course, there Is no cure 
for senility; on the other hand, 
senility is not contagious, and 
one would think that some great 
big thoughtful official in Europe 
could figure this out all by him - 
self, and grant the waiver. 
The application for waiver is 
dutifully submitted and a month 
goes by. Nothing. FLASHt In­ 
fluence. A friend calls a friend 
who knows Robert Wagner, our 
ambassador to Madrid, would 
he, etc. etc. Of course, etc. etc. 
Weeks go by, then somebody 
from the State Department in 
Washington phones in to say 
don’t worry about Mrs. Gon­ 
zalez, the eyes of Washington 
are upon her. That was a month 
ago. 
Meanwhile, Miss Gonzalez who 
had her visa way back there, is 
told by the Embassy that unless 
she uses it, It will lapse, be­ 
cause visas are good for only 
three months. Frightened, but in 
any case certain that it will only 
be a m atter of days before her 
mother can join her, she flies 
off to the States leaving her 
mother in the care of a friend. 
Yesterday, the Spanish govern­ 
ment 
Informs Mrs. Gonzalez 
that next Friday, her permit to 
stay in Spain expires and she 
must leave the country. 
So that, in this illuminated age, 
we see an old woman, senile, 
about to be ejected from a coun - 
try a half world away from 
where she 
was born, but for­ 
bidden, 
because 
some clerk 
somewhere hasn’t stamped the 
right form, to go to the only 
place in the world where she is 
wanted, and would be looked af­ 
te r, during the few months or 
years she has left to live. 
One wonders, really, whether 
senility may not in fact prove 
to be so contagious as to have 
atrophied the moral reflexes 
of the officials in Washington, 
P aris, and New York who by 
their Kafkaesque impersonality 
have conspired to torture this 
pathetic, bewildered old wom­ 
an. Two bits they all vote in­ 
dustriously for whatever candi­ 
date prom ises to do most for 
the benefit o f Mankind.

Dear Mrs. H.: As you may 
know you have touched on a 
subject th a t is exceedingly 
close to me. I constantly em ­ 
phasize th a t the nightm arish 
experience of your tonsillec­ 
tom y can be avoided if m oth­ 
ers give their children emo­ 
tional strength by telling 
them the truth, and the whole 
truth, about everything that 
will happen to them in the 
hospital. There is no room in 
a child’s sensitive psyche for 
a lie. 
In a book “A Visit to the 
H ospital,’’ w ritten by Fran- 
cine Caíase and published by 
Groeset and Dunlap, there is 
complete preparation of the 
child so th a t he will never feel 
the sense of abandonm ent that 
you were subjected to. The 
child who now' goes to the 
hospital should know all about 
the operation, th at it will hurt 
m oderately, th at there is a 
real and im portant reason for 
the surgery, and that the de­ 
cision w as m ade with love and 
devotion. 
M others now insist on stay­ 
ing overnight in the hospital 
w ith their children so that the 
/.huh will not feel deprived of 
the 
rightful security that 
comes w ith th e presence of a

- 
H o s p i t a l adm inistrators 
iff*** took the attitude that 
children a re "better o f f w ith­ 
out their PAM*** They have 


since learned that this is ut­ 
ter psychological ignorance. 
They now know th at when the 
m other stays overnight with 
a child, the need for nursing 
care is reduced by almost 
90*/*. In this day of shortage 
of hospital personnel, this is 
another im portant considera­ 
tion and hospitals are now ar­ 
ranging for m others to stay 
overnight next to their chil­ 
dren. M any m others are per­ 
fectly willing to sit in a chair 
next to the crib or bed just to 
give children the added secur­ 
ity they deserve. 
The way to eradicate the 
terrible hospital m emory you 
carry is to discuss every phase 
of the operation, the length 
of stay in . the hospital, the 
type of anesthesia and the 
discom fort you m ay feel af­ 
ter it w ith your doctor, sur­ 
geon a n d anesthesiologist. 
They w’ill tell you that the 
new anesthetics are no longer 
followed by nausea and vomit­ 
ing and th at the post-opera­ 
tive recovery period is short­ 
ened.

Probably the biggest news to fishermen this week was the open- 


ing of the river again to salmon fishing. The California Fish 
and Game Commission in Sacramento opened the area declared 
closed recently to a one fish per day limit. The decision to per- 
mit taking of one salmon a day on that stretch of water was made 
after receiving petitions with more than 4,000 signatures of per- 
sons in Northern California. This will especially make resort 
owners and many others happy just to know they can go out for 
salmon as of October 8. Please, no snagging the sore-tails from 
their spawning beds. I really think there is no lower act. Such 
practices only help to destroy the salmon populations by making 
the beds vulnerable to predators and what have you. It is apparent 
that most of the steelhead fishermen will tend to protect the 
spawning fish. If you see someone snagging salmon, just idenity 
them, their act and take a picture if you can then a complaint 
can be filed against them. 


There has been an increase this year in the king salmon count 


at the Trinity River Hatchery. So far, 1,679 adult and 105 grilse 
king salmon have been taken compared to 787 adults, and 145 
grilse last year. Also, at the Trinity Hatchery, some 817,240 
king salmon eggs have been taken to date as compared to 48,- 
000 on the same date last year. 


In reading some of the National Sports and Outdoor magazines, 


we find that most coverages continue to be on nothing but hunting 
and more hunting. This we can understand but it's really getting 
to be a little thick.

A check of the Sacramento River from Tehama to Balls 


Ferry shows plenty of steelhead and salmon moving in but very 
few salmon are spawning yet. In fact, we checked several of the 
more early riffles to find nothing working. It appears the salmon 
are holding in the long flat holes waiting to get ripe enough for 
the riffles. The steelhead we caught a few days ago were loaded 
with moss and one Inch caddis cases. No eggs. All fish taken 
were on fluorescent patterns. Glo-bugs, Duffy's in both orange, 
pink and variegated plus nightcrawlers and lures are still in the 
act. Most of the fish are running anywhere from three to seven 
pounds. 


The reduction of water release at Keswick gives us a little 


reason to be mindful of where we are traveling while boating on 
the river. Boaters using the river should use extreme caution as 
shallow bars, rocks, and snags are more prevalent and are very 
hard on lower units. Be sure to stay in the channel and read the 
water. Generally, lighter water indicates it's shallow. Watch 
out! Boils or breaks in water surface either indicate a rock or snag 
so steer clear of these areas. On the riffles, stay in the dark 
water. If it's cloudy, windy, or raining, use extra caution again 
because the water is very hard to read at these times and is most 
dangerous if you are riot too familiar with where you are floating 
your boat.

SPENCER'S FISH 
TALES 


Probably the biggest news to fishermen this week was the open­ 
ing of the river again to salmon fishing. The California Fish 
and Game Commission in Sacramento opened the area declared 
closed recently to a one fish per day limit. The decision to per­ 
mit taking of one salmon a day on that stretch of water was made 
after receiving jyetitions with more than 4,000 signatures of per­ 
sons in Northern California. This will especially make resort 
owners and many others happy Just to know they can go out for 
salmon as of October 8. Please, no snagging the sore-tails from 
their spawning beds. 1 really think there is no lower act. Such 
practices only help to destroy the salmon populations by making 
the beds vulnerable to predators and what have you. It Is apparent 
that most of the steelhead fishermen will tend to protect the 
spawning fish. If you see someone snagging salmon, just idenity 
them, their act and take a picture if you can then a complaint 
can be filed against them. 


There has been an increase this year in the king salmon count 
at the Trinity River Hatchery. So far, 1,679 adult and 105 grilse 
king salmon have been taken compared to 787 adults, and 145 
grilse last year. Also, at the Trinity Hatchery, some 817,240 
king salmon eggs have been taken to date as compared to 48,- 
000 on the same date last year. 
In reading some of the National Sports and Outdoor magazines, 
we find that most coverages continue to be on nothing but hunting 
and more hunting. This we can understand but it’s really getting 
to be a little thick. Some good picture features on western fishing 
would be nice but where are they ? Oh well. 
A check of the Sacramento River from Tehama to Balls 
Ferry shows plenty of steelhead and salmon moving in but very 
few salmon are spawning yet. In fact, we checked several of the 
more early riffles to find nothing working. It appears the salmon 
are holding in the long flat holes waiting to get ripe enough for 
the riffles. The steelhead we caught a few days ago were loaded 
with moss and one inch caddis cases. No eggs. All fish taken 
were on fluorescent patterns. Glo-bugs, Duffy’s in both orange, 
pink and variegated plus nightcrawlers and lures are still In the 
act. Most of the fish are running anywhere from three to seven 
pounds. 


The reduction of water release at Keswick gives us a little 
reason to be mindful of where we are traveling while boating on 
the river. Boaters using the river should use extreme caution as 
shallow bars, rocks, and snags are more prevalent and are very 
hard on lower units. Be sure to stay in the channel and read the 
water. Generally, lighter water indicates it’s shallow. Watch 
out! Boils or breaks in water surface either indicate a rock or snag 
so steer clear of these areas. On the riffles, stay in the dark 
water. If it’s cloudy, windy, or raining, use extra caution again 
because the water is very hard to read at these times and is most 
dangerous if you are not too familiar with where you are floating 
your boat. 
As of the 6th of October, there was no more counting of the 
fish at the Red Bluff Diversion Dam. The counting will not re ­ 
sume now until January 1, 1969 according to fisheries officials. 
This Is due to the work being done in the area and the raising 
of the gates. We will have to guess where the fish are by ang­ 
ler take . . . but you can be sure the next two weeks will be steel- 
headers delight. 
If anyone has any fresh salmon roe they want to get rid of just 
call on me. I’ll pick it up and dispose of same in proper manner 
at no charge. Fish problem unsolved.
